BOMBERS DON’T DROP OLIVE BRANCHES 
From a purely technical standpoint, American in 
ventive genius has seldom done anything1 mor« 
than its production of giant bombing planes tor tin 
army and navy. 
The na vy’s enormous flying-boat bombers are a! 
ready a fa milia r story; so, too, are the "tlying fortresses 
the army recently brought out. And now comes word that 
both army and navy are about to produce planes that 
will make these existing giants look small. 
For the army, according to a story recently issued 
by Science Service, an 8 0-ton bomber is being built by 
the Douglas people. The plane will have a wing-spa n of 
more than 200 feet, will he a ble to cruise at better than 
275 miles an hour, and will a ltogether be the most a ma z­ 
ing flying machine ever designed by man. 
The navy, too, is developing a new craft a 
oO-lon 
“ flying battleship,” according to reports, which will be 
somewhat sma ller than the new army bomber but which 
nevertheless will be the sort of aerial giant that make 
one gasp in sheer wonder. 
That such craft should be built is a glowing testi­ 
monial to the brilliance of America ’s aviation leaders. 
The conquest of the air has become something more than 
a mere phrase. A race tliat can do things like that ha- 
good reason to be proud of its powers. 
But before we get too proud, we might properh re­ 
member just wha t it is that gets built into a bombing 
plane these da ys. 
There is more in it than cunningly wrought metal 
and ingeniously devised plans. There is also a tremendous 
load of human misery— which may never actually In* re 
leased, but which nevertheless is there, the grimmest and 
darkest single factor on the human race’s horizon today. 
The things that bombing planes have done lately in 
Spain and China have made us heartsick. Vet those are 
the things that all bombing pla nes are built to do, and 
when we wa x prideful over our fine new bombers we 
must not let ourselves forget that fact. We simply fool 
ourselves if we sa y that our bombers would never d<> such 
things; military ruthlessness is a part of all wa rs now a 
days, and if we do go to wa r you may be sure that our 
magnificent pla nes will do just about what the ma gnifi­ 
cent planes of other nations ha ve done. 
Which brings us to a dark and tragic problem. We 
can achieve things, in the wa y of design and const ruction, 
that are a lmost superhuman; but what we do with those 
things after we have a chieved them is at the other ex­ 
treme— subhuma n. We ust* our best achievements to make 
the world a worse place to live in. 
Let the new bombers thrill you, when they 
Take pride in them. You ha ve a right to. But 
at. the same time, what they are for.
